Every conceivable form 
of taxation has been resorted to, 
whilst “forced loans ” have beer 
a regular feature of recent official 
activity. The New Yeéar obliga- 
tions have evidently pressed very 
heavily on the Government, with

value of half a lakh of dollars.

Modern Hustle. 


When writiag of the “ good old 
days ", yesterday, we bad in mind 
the slower methods of life of our 
grandparents, who therefore knew 
less of “nerves” than-we do to- 


place, or to obtain the prize, whe- 
ther in work or in social life, 
before someone else. The battle, 
of life, is to the swift. The strong, 
if slow, are left. And a great 


'| feature of existence to-day is the 
istriving after speed. 


Speed con- 
tests range from coaling a ship to 
typing. “~Records” are made in 
aeroplane or motorcar for the 
purpose, it seerns, of stimulating 
someone else to exceed them. 
Are we of this generation really 
speed crazy, or do we merely have 
to follow the lead established by 
others? Watch the average 
pedestrian by the side of the road 
in. any city, and one can judge. 
Occasionally someone is seen’ 
hustling along so fast that he 
alrnost knocks his neighbours over; 
but heis exhibitingaspurtof speed, 
and not achronic condition. He is 
hurrying to get toa bank before 
it closes, or to catch a ferryboat 
—or else rashing along to some 
other destination because he 
has been dilatary, previously 
and started late. So that people, 
when.on their feet, are as slow 
as they were in sheir- grand- 
parents’ day—or probably evea 
slower. This is ‘because movre- 
menton foot requires expenditure 
of personal effort.

When the average person gets 
into a motorcar, or other 
tnechanical means of propulsion, 
he wants to travel as fast as 
possible. Is that because no 
great personal effort is involved? 
Or is it the desire not to be left 
behind ia the great hurry that 
seems to have uffected all other 
systems of transport? So ‘it 
mist be with ourdaily toil. The 
efficiency. experts have in most 
cases drawn up systems by which 
people have to work ata certain 
speed or else get buried under 
the rush of accumulating tasks. 
That is a necessary adjunct to 
modern commercial competition. 
Most of us, however, rebel in 
spirit against this: yet we hurry 
--perbaps from acquired habit - 
when thera is no real need for 
excessivé speed. Nowadays we 
aven hurry through our meals, to 
the detriment of our health, and 
we scramble and fret ourselves 
into nervous impatience because 
we might be held back by tae 
element of time from reaching 
amusements, or destinations and 
events that excite our curiosity. 
This, of course, is the worst kind 
of speed, with its anxiety to.“ get 
there.” It shortens our lives, 
remorzelessiy. This is the factor, 
that must control the future of 
humankind. We haye altered in 
the past two generations “but we 
are impatient rather than speedy. 
It is apparently an evolution of 
the nervous system. ,
